Misnumbered claims 1-15 been renumbered 41-55. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bessler, et al.-5411508. 

Bessler discloses performing a laparoscopic intestinal resection followed by the 
transanal placement of a flexible stapling device having two round jaws such that the 
stapling had is placed in one section of the resected intestine and the anvil is placed in 
the other section of the resected intestine. Afterwards, the open ends are at least 
partially closed and then the device is actuated by pulling on a cable attached to the 
stapling or anvil part causing them to move into opposition and then the staples are fired 
and the cutter actuated thus forming an anastomosis. See fig. 4 and col. 2 lines 13-16; 
col. 12 lines 18-22; col. 13 line 51 -col. 14 line 27; col. 15 lines 45-53. 
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Claims 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilk- 
5330486. 

Wilk discloses performing a laparoscopic intestinal resection followed by the 
transanal placement of a flexible stapling device having two round jaws such that the 
stapling had is placed in one section of the resected intestine and the anvil is placed in 
the other section of the resected intestine. Afterwards, the open ends are at least 
partially closed and then the device is actuated by pulling on a cable attached to the 
stapling or anvil part causing them to move into opposition and then the staples are fired 
and the cutter actuated thus forming an anastomosis. See fig. 9 and 1 1 ; col. 3 lines 20- 
68; col. 4 lines 1-23; col. 5 lines 15-32; col. 6 lines 40-65; col. 13 lines 8-34; col. 14 line 
67-col. 15 line 35; col. 16 lines 41-49. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 44-55 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05-22-2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Contrary to applicant's contention, Bessler clearly discloses a method of use of 
the device- see the cited passages. Column 15 clearly discloses the procedures being 
performed laparoscopically or "closed".
